SUBJECT: Display of official housing poster 


The enclosed official housing poster of the Division on Civil Rights is 
to be posted in such a manner as to bẹ easily visible to all prospective tenants 
and purchasers doing business with your agency in any and all offices in New Jersey 
in which you engage in the sale or rental of real property. 


Copies of the poster must also be displayed in all sales and rental 
offices located on the premises of properties in New Jersey for which you are the 
agent, as for exanples: the Superintendent's office in an apartnent house, or the 
model house in a development. 


The placement of the poster, as described above, is required under the 
"tules and Regulations Governing the Display of Official Posters of the Division on 
Civil Rights," promulgated by Attorney General Arthur J, Sills and filed with the 
New Jersey secretary of State, January 17, 1967, Section of the said rules states: 


"All real estate brokers and all persons who engage in the business 
of selling or renting their own real property shall display the Official 
Housing Poster of the Division, a copy of which is attached, in places easily 
visible to all prospective tenants and purchasers, 

"a) For the purpose of this regulation; a person is not engaged 
in the business of selling real property solely because he sells or attemots 
to negotiate the sale of his own residence," 


Failure to comoly with these rules and regulations shall constitute a 
violation of N,J.5.A. 18:25-125,
